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CHILD HEALTH DAY. 
May first has cornel to be k nown as National 
Child Health Day. Every person is urged to de­ 
vote the day to consideration of the ideal — It 
should be possible for every child to be born 
healthy; to live under favorable conditions; to 
be protected from physical, mental and spiritual 
injury; to possess joy in health from infancy to 
old age. 
This is indeed an ideal worthy of emulation; 
one that might be held before every child with 
great promise of benefit being derieved. 
President Hoover served for some time as pres­ 
ident of the American Child Health Association, 
and regards so highly the work of the organiza­ 
tion, that he has emphasized the need of general 
interest in the matter by issuing a proclamation 
setting aside May first for observance. 
Few communities, especially the smaller ones, 
can stop for every form of special observance, but 
Child Health Day will not be amiss if it brings 
to the attention of everyone the need for con­ 
serving child life. 
Forty thousand school children die every year 
from causes that are preventable — a needless 
waste of life. 
Of all crippled adults, one-third 
receive their injuries during the first six years of 
his life and a very large percentage are needless­ 
ly handicapped. 
Giving thought to the ideal which Child Health 
Day presents will work wonders in the health and 
happiness of the people, for to have good health 
is the first req uisite of happiness, and a happy 
people 
are 
invariably 
successful, 
prosperous 
people, and good citizens.

RURAL HAZARDS. 
Three bureaus of the department of agricul­ 
ture, (chemistry and soils, economics, and public 
roads), are co-operating with the National Fire 
Protection asocial ion to provide a simple and 
practical discussion of fire hazards on farms. 
The authors declare that every farm owner is 
his own building inspector and is responsible for 
any construction that constitutes a fire hazard. 
Fire Protection Construction on the Farm is 
the subject of this government book , which tells 
how to guard against fires, and how to plan the 
farmstead to reduce hazards. 
Location of farm buildings is a matter of pri­ 
mary concern on farms. The authors discuss the 
comparative desirability of having farm buildings 
close together for convenience in doing chores, 
and at considerable distances from each other 
for safety in case of fire. The greater part is de­ 
voted to the more important features of construc­ 
tion which mak e for safety from tire in the farm 


home, and these suggestions are no less valuable 
for home builders in towns and villages not reg­ 
ulated by urban building codes. Special atten­ 
tion is directed to the common danger points in 
construction, the cellar, the roofing, the stair­ 
ways. the chimney and its connections, the fire­ 
place, and the heating and lighting eq uipment. 
It suggests the safe method of meeting the 
problems and emphasizes the importance of us-

The Psalmist spok e of 
loss of life and property in farm fires,” say the 
authors in the introductory paragraph, “should 
cause the owner of farm property to stop and 
think and then proceed to provide, as far as is 
practicable, against the possibility of his own 
loss being included in the annual report of the 
state fire marshal. But the average farm owner 
is lik e the average man in other walk s of life, in 
that such figures mean little to him, and he has 
a sublime faith in his own immunity from dis­ 
aster. 
His neighbors’ buildings may go up in 
smok e, 
there may be a fire somewhere in the 
country every few minutes, but ‘it won’t happen 
to him.’ 
If fire were possible only through his 
own acts, this attitude of mind might be justifi­ 
able, but he should remember that when driving 
an automobile he has every confidence in his own 
ability as a driver, but he is not nearly as sure 
of the other fellow. Lik ewise, with respect to the 
possibility of fire he may be careful himself, but 
he should not put too much confidence in the 
other fellow, who may be a hired man. with little 
responsibility; a tramp, with less; or a mem­ 
ber of his own family, particularly a child. Nor 
should he count too much upon immunity from 
fire caused by lightning, high wind carrying em­ 
bers from a brush or other fire, 
spontaneous 
ignition or by some other agency.”

•ton. 


Kolb will remain in the Green- 


field jail until the disposition of 
his case which will be tried in 
that city, .following his request 
for 51 change of venue from the 
Bush circuit court. His motion 
for a change of venue closely 
followed the drawing of a special 
venire from Decatur county to 
try the Center township man as 
Albert Stevens, prosecuting at- 
torney, had asked the court to 
supply an but-of-county jury to 
try Kolb's case. 


The trial date has not been 


announced but it is believed that 
Kolb will not go on trial for sev- 
eral weeks yet due to the natural 
delay resulting from a venued 
case as it will have to be fitted 
into the Hancock county court 
calendar. 


A Hancock county jury will de- 


cide Kolb's fate while Judge Ar- 
thur VanDuyn of Greenfield will 
be on the bench. Prosecutor. Ste- 
vens of Rush county and his as- 
sistant in the Kolb case, 'Paul 
Benson, former Henry county 
prosecutor, will also be aided by 
the Hancock county prosecuting 
attorney. 


The accused man has been in 


the Rush county jail since early 
in January. The Rush county 
grand jury returned indictments 
against him on January 2, charg- 
ing him with murdering his sec- 
, ond and third wives with strych- 
nine, and he was placed in jail 
shortly after that time. 


Kolb has had little to say 


about his case since he was ar- 
rested but has been a constant 
reader of local newspapers and 
has read with special interest 
the articles about his own case.

CHILD HEALTH DAY. 


May first lias comd to be known as National 


Child Health Day. Every person is urged to de- 
vote'.the day to consideration of the ideal — It 
should be possible for every child to be born- 
healthy; to live under favorable conditions; to 
-toe protected from physical, mental and spiritual 
injury; to possess joy in health from infancy to 
old age. 


This is indeed an ideal worthy of emulation;' 


•one that might be held before every child with 
great promise of benefit being derieved. 


President Hoover served for some time as pres- 


ident of the American Child Health Association, 
atid regards so highly the work of the organiza- 
tion, that he has emphasized the need of general 
interest in the matter by issuing a proclamation 
setting aside May first for observance. 


Few communities, especially the smaller ones, 


•can stop for every form of special observance, but 
Child Health Day will not be amiss if it brings 
to the attention of everyone the need for con- 
serving child life. 


Forty thousand school children die every year 


from causes that are preventable — a needless 
waste of life. Of all crippled adults, one-third 
receive their injuries during the first six years of 
his lif e and a very large percentage are needless- 
ly handicapped. 
' Giving thought to the ideal which Child Health 
Day presents will work wonders in the health and 
happiness of the people, for to have good health 
is the first requisite of happiness, and a happy 
people are invariably successful, prosperous 
people, and good citizens. 


' RURAL HAZARDS. 


Three bureaus of the department of agricul- 


ture, (chemistry and soils, economics, and public 
roadsl. are co-operating with the National Fire 
Protection asociation to provide a simple and 


. practical discussion of fire hazards on farms. 


The authors declare that every farm owner is 


his own building inspector and is responsible for 
any construction that constitutes a fire hazard. 


Fire Protection Construction on the Farm is 


the subject of this government book, which tells 
how to guard against fires, and how to plan the 
farmstead to reduce hazards. 


Location of farm buildings is a matter of pri- 
rmary concern on farms. The authors discuss the 
-comparative desirability of having farm buildings 
close together for convenience in doing chores, 


''and at considerable distances from each other 


for safety in case of fire. The greater part is de- 
voted to the more important features of construc- 
tion which make for safety from fire in the farm 


home, and these suggestions are no less valuable 
for home builders in towns and villages not reg- 
ulated by urban building codes. Special atten- 
tion is directed to the common danger points in 
construction, the cellar, the roofing, the stair- 
ways, the chimney and its connections, the fire- 
place, and the heating and lighting equipment., 


It suggests the safe method of meeting the 


problems, and emphasizes the importance of us- 
ing fire stopping in the framework of the build- 
ing and also the desirability of fire-resista^nt con- 
struction in the floors of the first story above the 
basement. 


"Statistics published each year on the annual 


loss of life and property in farm fires," say the 
authors in the introductory paragraph, "should 
cause the owner of farm, property to stop and 
think and 'then proceed to provide, as far as is 
practicable, against the possibility of his own 
loss being included in the annual report of the 
state fire marshal. But the average farm owner 
is like the average man in other walks of life, in 
that such figures mean little to him; and he has 
a sublime faith in his own immunity from dis- 
aster. His neighbors' buildings may go up in 
smoke, there may be a fire somewhere in the 
country every few minutes, but 'it won't happen 
to him.' If fire were possible only through his 
own acts, this attitude of mind might be justifi- 
able, but he should remember that when driving 
an automobile he has every confidence in his own 
ability as a driver, but he is not nearly as sure 
of the other fellow. Likewise, with respect to the 
possibility of fire he may be careful himself, but 
he should not put too much confidence in the 
other fellow, who may be a hired man, with little 
responsibility; a tramp, with less; or a mem- 
ber of his own family,- particularly a child. Nor 
should he count too much upon immunity from 
fire caused by lightning, high wind carrying em- 
bers from a brush or other fire, spontaneous 
ignition or by some other agency."
